Washington, March 24. — The 
senate oil committee today form­ 
ally cited Harry F. Sinclair to the 
senate for contempt of the com­ 
mittee and senate, in refusing to 
answer the committee's quesions. 
Sinclair, lessee of naval reserve 
No. 3, known as Teapot Dome, re­ 
fused on Saturday before the com­ 
mittee to tell anything about his 
lease on the ground that his coun­ 
sel had advised against it. 
The contempt citation was filed 
with the senate by Senator Walsh 
of Montana, chief prosecutor of 
the inquiry, who then moved that 
the senate recommend legal ac­ 
tion by the federal district attor­ 
ney here to compel him to testify. 
In his citation, Walsh pointed 
to resolutions adopted by the sen­ 
ate empowering the committee to 
subpoena and question witnesses.

Sloan proposes to raise sidewalks 
to the second story level throughout 
the loop, at a cost of $5,000,000. 
Two stairways at every street In­ 
tersection would give access to the 
elevated sidewalks, which would be 
about 13 % feet from the s tr e e t level. 
Merchants could offset the expense 
through the added display 
which 
they would gain through exhibits in 
second-story shop 
windows, 
Sloan 
claims. 
"If Chicago is 
to 
become 
the 
world’s greatest city," 
Sloan said, 
"We must prepare now-." 
Although he expects many legal 
obstacles to be thrown in his way by 
property owners, Sloan is prepared to 
show that the plan is a feasible en­ 
gineering proposition and a 
sound 
business investment. 
The project, 
as now considered, includes running 
feet of elevated sidewalk to cost ap­ 
proximately $60 a running foot. 
The walks would be 
constructed 
on the cantilever principle and would 
overhang the street about two feet. 
As there would he a space of from

But here in St. Cloud bill Itoards are permitted through of­ 
ficial sanction wherever a bill poster asks them. 
B e c a u s e “big business” can do things in a big way, 1200 high­ 
way bill beards in five far western states are to be ltowled over
